HonosoN : — This let- 
fer leaves me visiting my friends. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hart and M. Chamber- 
layne. Yesterday morning, I got 
here from Goo/;hland. where I paid 
the first visit to Mi's William .\lbert 
Boiling, a deaf-mute gentleman of 
eighty-thi-ee ye.ars. 

I will tell you about him. His 
uncle .lohn w;is .sent from Virginia 
to Kdinbnrgh, Scotland, in 1T71, to 
be instructed in articulation, and re- 
mained there until after tho Revolu- 
tionary War. Before his dopartiini 
for Kiii'ope, he sat for a portrait, 
which I saw in Albert's parlor. It 
was painted in oil about tho year 1771. 
in Xllth, his brother Thomas and 
sister Mary left America and joined 
him in Edinburgh to get an educa- 
tion. They were all well instructed 
by Thomas Braidwood, whose' life is 
too woll known to need a I'opetition. 

St. George Tucker "and \Ir8. 

Benlley, both deaf-mules, accompani- 
ed them to Kdi 11 burgh. 

They returned homo in 1783. I 
may safely say that they were tho 
first deaf-niiites that had been edu- 
cated in the United States in that 
year. Thev could convey their id«MMi 
wef! with the two-handed »lj>habot, 
besides talking with their lips so 
plainly as to be clearly understood 
by these with whom lliey mingled. 

.lohn was not permitted to enjoy 
the coiiifort.s of a refined home long; 
that, is, he died iu three months aft4>r 
his arrival home. He was buried at 
Oobbs, near Pittsburg, Viv. He 
brought a number of bis own draw- 
ings with bim, and they are in good 
preservation, although they havo 
stood about a hundred and ton win- 
t^'i's. Two of them were given me as 
a present, and I will prize them. 

Thomas lived happily among his 
relatives and friends till 1825, when 
his spirit flew away. I have seen his 
daguereotyjie. and he looked intelli- 
gent. He was consigned to tho 
dust beside .John. 

Mary departed this life in 1836. I 
havo not learned much about her 
She was interred in tho family grave- 
yard, where John and Thomas had 
been buried. Whether lier likeness 
was tiiken or not ia unknown to me._ 
Tliey must all have been very old' 
when they were called away. 

It niav be j>ro|)er to givo you a 
biograpfiical sketch of Sir Georgo 
Tucker. 

He was a nephew of John Ran- 
doljih, of Roanoke, one of the most 
elixpient orators that Virginia ever 
produced. .\fter his i-etiirn from 
Kurope. his friends wei-e much aston- 
ihIumI at tho gn>at change which had 
taken place in him since ho was sent 
to the Old World. He was so highly 
educated that he passed for a speak- 
ing gentleman, and the celebrated 
orator was so proud of him that ho 
int.t'nded leiiving him everything ho 
had on earth at his death. He was 
still a hard student after leaving 



Braidwood's Sehool, and often went 
to Hampden Sidney College, near 
his home, to study among the stu- 
ilenta and ask them to explain to him 
what he did not underst.and. Ho 
was granted tho liberty of i-eading 
what books he wanted at the college. 
When ho bad left the temple of liter- 
ature, his uncle, John Randolph, of 
Roanoke, felt the prouder of him and 
his t^ilents. and always patted liini on 
the shoulder every lime he met him. 

Si. George Tucker fell in love with 
a speaking ladv and courted her. 
He mentioned hia courtship to his 
uncle, who encouraged him from the 
bottom of Ins heart, and told him he! 
would leave him a very largo fortune 
if he would marry the same lady. 
But alas ! .she would not have him, 
which caused his insanity for life. 
He bad lo bo guarded by a nuiubor 
of colored body servants at all times 
till he expired. 

His uncle was greatly disappointed 
and dislre.ssed at his deplorable condi- 
tion and determined t(»niake a now 
will directing all his servant,s to be set 
free and bin j>n)|H!rly to be equally 
divided among them nt hia death. 

Mrs. Ch,\tnberlayne's rclativoa not 
long ago visited her and Hart hero 



and spoke highly of St. Georgo Tuck- 
er as a man of great iiitelligenco. 

Mr. Bently < ught not to fail 

to bo alluded to in this letter. About 
the time of his return to Richmond, 
Va. , bis home, liis wealthy father 
equipped a yacht to be pi-esented to 
him on his arrival at Norfork, Va., 
and put on board some of his .ser- 
vants to wait on him and such pro- 
visions as he might netnl during his 
sail up the .tamos River. The ymiht 
sailed down the river and the servants 
waited till he made his appeaninca 
when they took off their hat« and 
bowed to him. Then he boarded bis 
yacht and sailed up in fine style as if 
he was a prince. One of tho servants 
cooked for him. another shaved him, 
another brushed his clothes, another 
made his bed and he had every 
thing that he wanted. His parents 
and many young ladies wTiit to Oiiy 
Points in carriages, driven by their 
own servants, to meet him. There 
he got into his father's carriage 
drawn by four horses, and was escort- 
ed to Richmond amidst the joy of 
his fiiends. What afterwai-ds be- 
came of him is not known. 

They seemed to havo been the 
cause of the first private school in 
America, and it was opened by 
Thomas Braidwood's grand.son John, 
in Manchester, opposite Richmond, 
about ten years before the Hartford 
school went into operation in 1816. 
I bad the pleasure of meeting their 
parents in Staunton, Va., in 1840. 
The deaf-mut.0 gentleman whom I met 
in Goochland. 0. IL, can use the 
double-handol alphabet pretty well, 
though he is 83 years of age. He 
seems lo think in words, because he 
did not use our signs mueh during 
my visit. I mean William All)ert. 

He and his sister Mary wore placed 
under tho tution of John Braidwood, 
in Manchester, Va. He tAUght them 
and several other mutes one year and 
a half onlv when he foil into bad 
habitus. The late Rev. John Kirk- 
patrick took his place and held it 
that length of time. What has 1k;- 
come of Mr. Kirkpatrick is buried 
in oblivion. Albert told me that 
John Braidwood died of drinking 
hard. He married a sjieaking lady 
in 184.5 and she died about five years 
ago. Ho hits several grandchildren 
who can hear and sjioak. Ho has 
the appearance of a dignified speak 
ing gentleman and is esteemed by all 
who know him well. He has known 
.lohn Rand(dph, of Roanoke, and 
many other great Statesmen. He 
lives on a farm of his own surround- 
ed by his children and grandchildren. 
They want mo to preach. His sister 
Mary departed this life in 1870. 
About ten miles south or this place 
lived a wealthy planter by tho name 
of Hancock, who had three doaf and 
dumb sons ono hundred years ago, 
4heir names being John, Anthony 
and Martin. 

John and Anthony were placed 
under the tution of John Braidwood, 
in Manchester, but unfortunately 
their progress in their 8tU(iics were 
stopped by his failure, .so they return- 
ed home to the great disapjwintnienl 
of their parenii* and friends. 

Some time afterwai'ds, Jolln Ran- 
dolph, of Roanoke, visited old Mr. 
and Mrs. Hancock, who spoke to 
him of the failure of John Braid- 
wood's scluxd. He emjiathically said 
that it was no use to send deaf-mutes 
to school and that it was best to set 
them to work, bocauso ho thought 
that fiard study woiild make any deaf- 
mute insane like bis nephew St. 
(jeorgo Tucker, on which account 
J«hn, Anthony and Martin always 
hattMl him, even after his death. 

John's father bought him a farm 
to wprk on according to Riuidolph's 
advice, and he married a "peaking 
lady and had ono son only. The 
next year he went to another world. 
In aboul ten year.s, Anthony and 
Martin insist,cd on their father's send- 
ing them to tbo American Asylum, 
at Hartford, where they remained 
two years. How they knew that 
there was a deaf and dumb school in 
Hartford is worth km>"wing. 

A clock jH>ddler fi-om Oonnectient 
was selling clocks iu Virginia, when 
ho stopped at their father's .arm and 
told them by signs about the sohool, 
whicli excited their desire to go 
I here. 

AuMiony and Martin often spoko 
to Mr. Clukmberlayiifi affiHitionatcly 
of venerable Thomas Brown, of West 
llenuiker, N. H. , as a gentleman of 
tine acquirements tmd cliuraotcr till 
they both gave up their spirits — Mar- 
tin soon after tho war and Anthony 
four years ago.

Virginia Institution at Staunton.

Monday, f called on old Mrs. Oham- 
l»erlaync, tho motlK»r of liari, and 
she told me lliat he wh.s the caunc of 
the Sfauntoii Sobrwl. She ajud &s 
follows ; Her liiMtband, Dr. ()h«m- 
berlayne, wns made sorry liy tlndiiig 
liim deaf and dumb when lie w^aa a 
baby, which gave ii*e !o a desire t«> 
have a deuf-mute scWol ' established 
in Virginia, because he was sum 
there were many such jieople. So4ie 
called on (iovernor Campbell and 
spoke to him in favor of esiahltshing 
a Slate institution for deaf-mute.^ in 
Virginiii. and the latt.cr siiid he had 
never lieai-d of any dcaf-mute.s. 

Afteewards, the Governor brougliL 
the matter before the Legislature in 
.""ossion then. The memiicrs said they 
did not know of any di>af-iiiute». Tho 
late Dr. H. P. Peer", Prineipal of the 
New York Institution, sent three of 
his teachers and three of his ])upils 
to Richmond to give exhibitiona to 
the Legislntui-e, at the request of 
Dr. Chamberlayne and other.s. 

The three teachers were Messrif 
Barnard, Barllelt and Sj>offord, and 
the pupils were Abel Baker, Miss 
Griswold, Miss Wc.-!C0tt aiul Miss 
Budd, now Mrs. Thomas Gallaudct, 
They remained in Richmond about 
ono month (w the guests of Mrs, 
Chamberlayne. The late Kdward P. 
Chamberlavne. once an inmate of the 
American Asylum and the New York 
Institution, joined the pupils in gir- 
ing exhibitions, which had so good 
an effect upon the Legislature that 
they soon passed a Bill establishing a 
deaf, dumb and blind institution, 
which Wits an unfortunate action, 
because no institution of this kind 
had over been thought of befora. 
That deaf-mute schools should be 
separate from blind ones would be a 
wi.se measure.

Mr. Barnard is now President of 
Columbia University of New York. 
1 will tell you how he became a 
teacher of the doaf and dumb ia 
Hartford. 

While he wa.s a tutor in Yale Col- 
lege, New Haven, he was so much 
troubled from being hard of hearing 
that bis friend, Mr. Bartlott, wrote 
to him advising to give up nis tutor- 
ship and turn instrnctor of deaf- 
mutes. 8o he complied with hi.s 
advice, and afterwai'ds made a cele- 
brated tutor under the lute Rev. Dr. 
Gallaudet. He resignod his place iu 
the New York Institution to enter 
u])on hia duties jw President of the 
University, which position he still 
retains. 

Mr. Bartletttold mo that President 
Biirnard was teitching his speaking 
students in the same chapel where he 
used to preach to the deaf-mute pu- 
pils befvMO the school was i>emo?ea to 
Kanwood. whore it now stand.*. 

Mr. Bartlett taught the 1

The esereisoH were translated into 
the spoken language by Prof. ,J. P. 
Walker, of the Deaf and Dumb Insii- 
tiiiion, of Pliiliutelphiii, who deserves 
great comm<'iidation for the cleariie.ss 
of his inlm-prelation, thus adding 
much to the feeling of sali.-.faction of 
those to whom otherwise the naliire 
and meaning of tho exenrises would 
have been entirely uiiinlelligible. 

'l*he PrcHident, Washington Hous- 
ton, iu culling the molding to order 
and iu his introductory remarks, 
iniinifested much grace in his beariiiff 
and intelligence in his addrcs. On 
behalf of tho Lyeeiim, be expressed 
feelings of thankfnlneas for tho kind- 
noKS of the Y. M. C. A. and the many 
obligations they wei<! under for the 
iissiHlance and enconrageiueiit they 
had so generously received. 

After the introductory address by 
ihe Pi t'.sident, a piece of music in 
arbiirary signs, .Was rendered by a 
number of mutes under the leadership 
of. W. H. Lipsett. 

It was a very creditable pcrfor- 
maiK^o. Next canio a very interesting 
nnd instructivo oration by John I). 
Zeigler, a student ot Washington, D. 
U. He showed conclusively the iiii- 
porlanee of tho education of deaf 
inutes, and of tho benefit lo bo derived 
by a connection with n literary 
society, and concluded by giving 
some excidlent advice to deaf mutes. 
Mr. ZLii;ler was evidentl.y well 
acqnaiiiled with his subject, and we 
believe left a very favorable impres- 
sion upon his hearers. 

The next on the programme of 
ext'rcises was a humorous reading by 
Washington llovislon. This roidly 
consislod of three different nibj<cts 
.ind was tho ciiise of much merriment. 
Tho lirst was entitled " How to choose 
a wife," the Second, _ " How to pick 
out a dog," tj^c coiicinsion being that 
a woodtin dog was the best to select, 
on account of being more ornamental 
and making a mucli bett(U- watch dttg, 
as when they are bet to watch any 
thing they will watch it for three 
years or longer if nicessary. 

The third was a little advice .nnd 
instruction to deaf inutes, "How to 
cure basblnlnoss," in which ho made 
the assertion, that the best way for 
tho bashful young man to do, was to 
go and Hi'c ihe girls three times n 
weed; and hug and kiss ihem. 

In tho rendition of these subjecls 
Mr llonsl.on showed hiiiiKelf a most 
earnest and eloquent orator. The 
audience worn fiuriy dumb-founded, 
surprised and astonished at his 
masterly ifforts, and at proper inter- 
vals ajiplauded him vociferously. 

Mr. Houston eviilently believes in 
the attainaliility and effectiveness of a 
correct and vigorous cnnunciation 
and enqiliMsis. 

Tho next was a declamatory address 
by W. H. Lijiselt, hi.s subject being 
"Garliold." It was- a choi(!e piece of 
poetry and admirably rendered. Mr. 
Lipsett is a young man of more than 
ordinary attainments and is secretary 
of ihe Lyceum. 

FoU^wing these interesting exercises 
came a vocal solo by Miss Alice K. 
AnniH, of Philadelphia. 

Miss Annis disserves great credit 
for hi'i' mnsterl.y ])erformance, and was 
no doubt agreeably surprised at the 
liandson.e presi iitof which she was 
the bivored reeipii-nt. It consisted 
of a magniiii^enl floral ship under full 
sail, and wii.t the di.ligbt of all bo- 
holders. 

'i'he nest in order camo tho debate 
on a ((iiostion which now seems to be 
iiKilatiiig the minds ot many deaf 
mutes, to wit : — "IleSolved, that it is 
ixpedieut to found a coll«>ge for deaf- 
niiitu ladies."

Tho first stops toward the organiza" 
tion of this Inslilution was taken in 
the siinimi^r of 1874, eight monlliH 
afterward the last obstiido was siir- 
.iioiint<;<l, ami on the 2'2d of March, 
187.5, lite initial Iniilding, a hire<l 
house, No. 107 Madison street, was 
opened for business, the atteniliince 
tieirig four pupils. On Se])Loml)er 
I Hi, 1K7G, commenced what may be 
c.alhid the (iiHl, academical year of the 
fnstilulion, under the auspiiies of a 
lioard of fifteen trustees, lion. B. .J. 
IJoaeh, I'resident, and Thomas II. 
Siryker. IC q.. Si'cretary and Trcas- 
iirer, wiih I'lofessor AlfWionso Joiin- 
Hon PfiMei|)ivl, and I'nif. F. L. Selin- 
ey insliiiclor, both of whom, in con- 
nection with the Rev. Dr. 'I'ltomns 
Gallaudet, liarl been tho original 
movers in the enterpriscv Tho ru.sli 
of pupils during tho year was remark 
able, and is uiiprecudeiited in tlie an- 
nals of d(;af tiitite e<lucati(>n, then; 
being in utlendanco at the close over 
seventy. 

On September 1st. 1876, I'n.f. Ed 
ward B. Nelson aHfumed the priiici- 
|)alKlii|), a position he still occupies, 
atirl at the close of the second year, 
tho pupilage wiih one liniidnd and 
ten.

A ])oruoii of them 
profess to hold, exclusively, the 
doctrines of Nanac, which forbade 
war, and are exempted from the 
exercise of arms. From this class 
the civil oflieers of the govcrnmeni 
are drawn. It is said that " they 
are full of iitirigue, iiliant, versatile 
and insinuuliiig ; they have all the 
art of tho lower classes of Iliitdiis, 
who are usually employed in Iraiis- 
a(!litig business, from whom, u." 
they have no dialinction of dress. 
it i.s very diltieiilt to diaiingitish 
them." The Sikh soldier, on the 
cotttrai'v. i.i, generally speaking, brave, 
active 11,11(1 cheoifill— willioiit [lolisli. 
hut (hv-itiiiitc iioilher of sincerity 
nor utiMclimenl. And if he often 
appears wauling in hiimaiiity, it is 
not so iniicli to be iittribiii.ed to hi." 
natural chaniclor, as to the habits 
of a life which, from tiro conditions 
of the society in wliicli he was born, 
is generally passed in scenes of 
violetico and rapine. They iifo all 
lioiveiiicii, having no infatitry exoopt 
for the defence of forts and villages. 
Their anus consist of swords, spears, 
hows and arrows, with a few nialch- 
loeks. 'I'licy despise luxury, iiinl 
piide tluMii.sclvcs on the coar.sctie.-;s 
of their fare. Like all half civilized 
iiiitions, they are split up itilo 
nitmerous sub-tribo', but there ex- 
i.sts a species of fcderiil conned ion 
among them, and they liuvo a sort 
of federal government lo which 
Ihey all profess obedience. A great 
naiional council, called (iiini-iiiala, 
is the ])riiioipal organ of this gov- 
eriiinetii.. Of this every chief is a 
nieinber, anil is understood lo 
have a su|)remo authority over the 
federal body. Tho cliiefn, however, 
lake care that it is not often conveii- 
od. It is only intended to act in 
\\n\os of great national omcrgcncy. 
when tlio council and arms of the 
nation arc required, and is suppo.sed 
III act itnikr the immediate ins])ira- 
lioti of the Supreme Being. 

The chief of each village adniinis- 
lers jitslico in persoti, and theio i.s 
a species of arbilration coiirt, called 
I'enchayat, or court of live, which 
is geiieriilly formed of tho men of 
the host reputation in the pluc . The 
litigants in dLiiuites conceriiiiig 
|iroperly. may clioso to which of 
these tribunals they will apply. The 
iiarlies meet in tho presence of the 
judge, stale their case, iiroditce 
their witticH.sos, and the decision, 
which is ntial and without appeal, 
is pronounced. They have no 
written law. Tho custom of the 
country, the custom of the court 
(that is to aay, as far as tlie judge 
is willing to be governed by those 
customs) iind tho will of the judge

The Mikli.'i ociMijiy llio mont vnlu 
iihle ))art of the rrovinco of the 
l'iiiij:il), India, bfiween tho rivers, 
.liininii and liidim. They aro iliti- 
litis, but differ from tho rc«t of the 
iiaiiou in their religious and civil 
itisiiiutiotifl. The iiJiiibitantH of 
India are jjonerally of a very war- 
like chariicter, and their <,'ounirv 
waH foiiiiifrly one of the j^reat bailie 
o;i (Minds of the cuHt. Aboiil. the 
Near l'U)!t. Naiic Naph, a liiiidii, ol 
tho (Jrthatriya ca.slo, and Vedi tribe 
rtunborii. lie conceived tlio greai 
dcHigii of reciMieilialing the j.iriin;; 
faiths of Jirahmah and Alalioiiiei. 
the iirevailiiig rclioionof the lliiidny, 
liy pcrsuadiiig them to reject those 
part of their rijspccl.ive belii-ls and 
U8a;^efl. which ho con o .d 'd were 
itiiwoilliy of the (lod whom they 
both adored. lie called upon the 
Ib'ahuialis to abandoii the worship 
of idoB, and to lenirii to tho pure 
worship of the Deity, llo called 
upon tho Mahotnotan.H to roa.so all 
piacliccH whieh were olfensivo to 
lh(^ Hialiiiiahs and also lo cease perne- 
ciiting litem. Ifc did ovcryiliing 
in his power to induce tho N|iirit ol 
lohu'iiiioii and abliorronco of war 
aniotig his follmverM, and Ihh life 
was as peaceful a.s his docl'inc. For 
Iwo ceiitiirieH lii« "tolloweru lived in 
peace, nor wii8 it, until the criiollie- 
iiillicted upon- them by tho Malio- 
ni(>(laU8 wOi'o past nil hearing thai 
ihey look up arms, and thou ihcy 
only ii.sed them in wilf defence at 
lir.si, bill, a« both jmilioH becamo CMts- 
puratod by mutual injurio.s in time, 
neither set boiitidM to tlioir cruelly, 
attd no tlio preoeptH of Nanah Slial- 
woic partly forgoiten ami the SikliH 
been mo a nation of warriorH. 

(Jiider their leader, (Itirii Oovitid. 
Iho Hikha gained many victoiios, 
lull, were at liiHt coinpiered by I.lie 
,\iiriing/eb, and for a si'iisou were 
('onlcnled to owe their security to 
silence and couccalmont. (Joviiid. 
who iidoplot^ nil the I'cligioiis priti- 
(jiplc.M of Nunc, endeavored to do
